The English papers rocoivod this 
mail do not carry as much farthor 
than those which caino to hand last 
week. Parliumont is to bo dissolved 
on the 9th ot November, tbo elections 
lor boroughs commence on tlio 13 th, 
and ior counties on tho IGth, The 
general eleotion will bo complotod bo- 
fore the end of the month and it iB 
expected that the new Parliament will 
most on Thursday, tho lGib ot Decem- 
ber. The swearing in of mombnrs 
will occupy that and tho two foliow- 
ing days. The Quoon s spoech w'U 
be delivered on Monday the 14th, and 
in all probability tho division on the 
amendment to tho address will tako 
plaoe on Friday tho 19th of December; 
if tho prosont Ministry aro beaten 
npon this dobato, they will according 
to established rulo and precedent, 
resign, and fn such a case tbo loader 
of tbe opposition is nndor ordinary 
circumstances "sent for" by tne 
Sovereign, Tao followers of Mr Glad 
stone are very confident that their

Tho position of Mr JSUiartMill

of tho L'boral oandidatos in our own 
cityi At tho last eloction Mr Mill 
was eleotod by a very largo majority, 
and without any oxponso to himsolf; 
bis politics havo in no one respeot 
changed, ho has been tho consistent 
advocato of popular principles, and 
yot, to tho shame ot tho o'ectors of 
Westminstor bo it said, his election is 
not considered by any moans certain 
this year ; the reason for this prospoct 
of dofoat of tbo Liborol party, in this 
largo and roforni loving constituency, 
appears to bo, that a section of the 
oxtrome Liberal party are not satisfied 
with Mr Mill's viows on tho subject of 
tho ballot, and tbi oaten to withhold 
their votes in oonsequonco. It would 
be diflieult for mom to show how their 
playing into the bands of tho Conser- 
vative party, would tond to strengthen 
tbo causo of secret voting; but eloc-. 
tors, when tboy ono.o allow a bugbear 
to bo sot up, aro vory apt to bo blind 
to their own interests.

didates, causes their efforts to roeoil 
upon them. Tno people aro not so 
easily hoodwinkod, and when thoy see 
tho employe's of Government, actively 
ougagod in canvassing against tho 
popular causo, they aro rather apt, if wo 
may be allowed ashing but expressive 
phrase, "to Hthell a mien."

Letter from Mr, Wadttitistou. 



London, Sept. 2. 1808. 

DiiAit Mr. P :— -My letters of June 

22d and Ji'ly 15th, will no doubt have 
came to hand, together with the pupors 
I forwarded you, containing; tho debates 
and petitions I got up iu Parliament. 
Since then I had been requested about a 
month ngo, to attend the meeting of the 
British Association for tho advancement 
of science, which waa held this year at 
Norwich, and read a paper on my double 
scheme of an overland Communication, to 
be followed by a railroad, which is now 
beginning to attract some attention. 
This, 1 ut last consented to do, though 
rather a formidable undertaking in pres 
once of such a concourse of em notit per- 
sons assembling from England and all 
parts of Europe. The success, however, 
was complete, and hus gone the round of 
all the papers; the hall was crowded, 
and to use the Secretary's own words, the 
paper produced "an immense effect." It 
will he embodied in the pamphlet I am 
auoiTT icTpfi n t;" : antiTu 1 i tie tri eab" wintr 1 *!" 
enclose you a short report from the Times 
of the 24th inst., [will be published iu next 
issue] 1 returned here on Friday even- 
ing", and Imve just received another invi- 
tation to attend the meeting of tho Asso 
elation for tho advancement of Social 
Science, which i3 to tako place Sept. 
3l)lIi, ut Birmingham, and speak there 
also. But before proceeding further with 
my Various endeavors in our common 
cause, I must advert to an editorial in 
the Wkkki.y Colonist of June 20th, 
which hus been placed in my hands. 

This editorial is chiefly based on a long 
quotation from an article in the Pall -Mall 
Gazette, which was kindly furnished by 
Mr Cheadlo at my request und to oblige 
me, in order to keep tho matter before 
the public. He road me tlita very quota- 
tion whilst writing it in his own room, 
and we agreed that it was bettor that he 
should not entirely concur m my views, 
in order to give me a butter opportunity 
of answering hitn. And this I did not 
do, for tho simple reason, that Mr Smith, 
the editor, declined for moro than three 
weeks to insert the communication* \ ns 
foreign to the general cast of his paper ; 
aud it was consequently useless for nie to 
ask him to insert a second article, whan 
he sliowod himself so unwilling to insert 
tho first. This is tho simple truth, ns 
may be readily perceived by perusing Dr. 
Cliemlle's letter. It overturns all that 
portion of tho editor's argumentation 
which reposes upon it, and as to tho re- 
maining position, it will be still easier, 
1 think, to demolish it. 

And in tho first place: Dr. Rao's sweep- 
ing assertions concerning tho rapids of the 
Upper Fraser were flatly contradicted at 
the Royal Geographical Society, by tho 
overwhelming opinions ojf Alfred Perry, 
William Brewster, Mr. Sharp, and Sir 



James Douglas, as may bo 6een by refer- 
s ; f .g tu L-'wu-^aW^blioUti ia-iho trans- 
actions of tho Society, which tho editor 
will of course have read beforo committing 
himself on tho subject: to much so, that 
boforo tho termination of the debate, Dr. 



Rue rose and explained apologetically 
what lie had said. Besides, the naviga- 
tion of tho Upper Fraser hus nothing to 
do with tho futuro railroad, which would 
pass by its side; through a One open 
couutry.instcad of the difficulties of the Sel- 
kirk range, and those much more consider- 
able nt Howse Puss, the altitude of which 
is 6347 feet abovo the sea. I am told 
that a pass hus since been discovered by 
Mr. Ward in this derection; but as I am 
unacquainted with the details, it is im- 
possible for mo to judge whether it would 
obviate the main difficulties, so as to 
serve for an overland railroad which, how- 
ever, seems to tne most unlikely. But 
supposing this railroad to bo possiblo, or 
supposing ono to bo taken from the Teto 
Jaune Cache down the North Thompson, 
over 150 miles of uniubabitable, unpro- 
ductive country, and which though feasi- 
ble would bo very expensive ; how is 
either of them to be curried over the 
Cascade mountains between Kam'.oops 
and Yale ? This portion of the Cnscade 
range bu3 always been considered im- 
practicable for a railroad, commercialy 
speaking, and the continuation from Yale 
to Harrison river would be in many places 
difficult and very expensive. 

As to the harbor at Burrard Inlet, I 
havo made particular enquiries at the 
Admiralty, and learn that the tide runs 
th-rcngb the -seek or entrance ut the rate 
oT"ai glVC'lsl rOT3TiTr*TJui6 r", Cutis ' iVquTri ng a ' 
steam tug. Outside there is a good road* 
stead in English Day, though rather ex- 
posed and less secure than ,tho harbor at 
Bute Inlet. A railroad could be eusily 
built from Nov; West-Piaster to English 
Buy, 

But to return to the editor's argumen- 
tation, I am at a loss to understand what 
ho means, when talking of "tho vaEt sums 
to bo expended on the road from Bute 
Inlet to Qiicsnellmouth" when, with ouo 
fthsrt-&y*af- , .. , -«r-, tbe li«v» ps-wp'.s or>e- 
continuous level; _and still raoro so, when 
he remarks upon the "monetary and 
engineering difficulties beyond," that is 
to say, through tho level open valley of 
tho Upper Fraser, as compared, I sup- 
pose, with those at Howie Pass, or the 
mountain range between Kamloops and 
Yale. No facts are adduced; and on tbo 
strength of these strange and unfounded 
assertions ho concludes that "these two 
grand points in favor cf Bute Inlet are 
£Ouo at oDce," I leave this extraordin- 
ary piece of reasoning to tho appreciation 
of the reader. The editor asks doubting-, 
ly, whether 'the Bute Inlet road would 
intersect the same amount of arable, 
grazing, agricultural, and mining (?) laud, 
as the Yulo and Kamloops road.'' I S!iy 
at once that it would open up ten times 
more; for it would cut through tho great 
ceutral plain of tho Colony, instead of 
only intersecting one small corner. That 
cornet is a fine sample of tho remainder; 
aod I Kill add, that it is a slain on tbe 
Colony that such a vast fertiie plain should 
remain unoccupied, and still more so that 
there should bo parties in the Colony 
who advocate tho continuation of any-' 
thing so disgraceful. 

I perfectly agree, that there exists n 
considerable amount of property invested 
upon tho present road; but I do not see 
why that should hinder mo from trying 
to operiTh~"olTTer liaTTTTt^tTTenjoloTiy^aii^ 
the best for settlement and agricultural 
purposes. Let those who havo property 
on the present roiid do as I have done, 
and take measures for establishing a 
branch line, to connect with the proposed 
overland railroad, at Tele Jaune Cache 
or QoesKcllmouth ; or, if they think it 
practicable and preferable, by a lino over 
llowso Pass, and thus through their por- 
tion of the Colony. Let them devote 
their time and money to it, as I have 
done, and come to England to toil and 
worry themselves in trying to carry out 
their scheme, ami they will bo better 
employed than in trying to thwart mine. 
It seems they can do nothing themselves 
but are ready enough to run down an- 
other man's endeavours; unci ruin all I 
havo beep trying to dp for the Colony by 
trying to discredit mo. For iny own 
part, 1 should have no objection, nor 
would any body here, to adopt, their lino, 
if we had the sligatest i lea (supposing it 
practicable) that it, wore the best for an 
Overland Railroad; that is to say, in an 
engineering, a commercial, a strategical, 
iigricultur.il and therefore colonial point 
of view. All which it is not. It is not 
my fault if the best part of tho Colony 
remains lo bo settled; and hero 1 will 
retort the very words quoted by the 
edit or from a report by Mr Trutch which 
I have not read; substituting tho word 
interests for scheme." Namely: "The 
duy has passed when private interests, 
however good, (sayjust) and laudablo in 
themselves, can bo put above tho welfare 
of tho entire country." 

And now, my dear Mr P , you 

may judge of my feelings, when you learn 
that this editorial was put into my hands 
tho day after my return from Norwich, 
(where I had been doing all in my power 
lor tho Colony) by one of the members of 
a firm well known in tho city and on 
Chang 1 , who havo been assisting mo in 
niv efforts; Who lfra_v.a it .hjm [ k*.\aw. 
not ; but the effect produced in his mind 
was too evident to tie mistaken, and 
though 1 tried to eomebat it, I um afraid 
it was iu vaiu. Besides L learn now that 
tho article hus boen ro»producod in tho 



Canadinn News, and that there have been 
other articles before I — And it is nfter this 
systematic uttack, and doing all in his 
power to destroy the confidence, ond de* 
prive me of the support and co-operation 
of friends and capitalists, that the Editor 
of the Colonist gravely adds : "Wo aro 
not opposed to Mr Wuddington.'' Iam 
happy to learn it ; it is almost as incred- 
ible as some of his other assertions, and 
his readers must bo very easy to persuade 
if thoy believe it. All I can say is, that 
if it bo so, the least ho euu now do will bo 
to insert my letter ia his columns in order 
to provo it ; and as some slight repara* 
tion for tho injury ho has caused mo.
